The man of the hour in the scientific 
world is Professor Dewar of the Royal 
institution of London, who has liquefied 
hydrogen. According to the New York 
Journal, the professor said liquid by 
drogen is a clear, colorless, transparent 
and very volatile fluid. 
It is no clearer than pure water, but 
bas only one fourteenth of the density 
of water. 
In its lightness it is ont of 
all proportion to any known liquid 
A 
piece of paper w hen placed in it sinks. 
“ The discovery, ” said Professor Dewar, 
“ has cost many a weary night during 
the last ten years, and the am ount of 
money spent upon it haa been consider 
able. 
Still. I think it was w orth it all. 
“ We have now got w ithin 30 degrees 
of absolute zero, which is represented 
by 494 degrees F and 273 degrees C, 
below zero. The boiling point of liquid 
hydrogen is 252 degrees below zero, at 
which it is capable of enormous pres­ 
sure. Its practical utility, according to 
the average lay mind, no man can speak 
about yet 
W e have been studying for 
alsMit HUO years the relations of m atter 
aud energy w ithin a range of 800 de­ 
grees from absolute zero. Now we have 
reached another epoch, relatively 
A n ­ 
other few hundred years are required to 
study the new conditions before speak­ 
ing about ‘practical u tility .’ 
“ The worid can well afford to devote 
at least 50 years to the new conditions, 
considering the tim e that has been 
spent on the old. 
The chief point to 
dwell upon is that a new agent of re­ 
search 
has been introduced into the 
scientific w o rld ; a m ightier instrum ent 
bas been placed in our hands. 
Liquid 
air was hailed as a great discovery, but 
the difference between liquid hydrogen 
and liquid air is as great, if not greater,

We have been studying for 
about 300 years the relations of matter 
and energy within a range of 800 de 
grees from absolute zero. Now we have 
reached another epoch, relatively

study the new conditions before speak­ 
ing about ‘practical utility.’ 
“ The world can well afford to devote 
at least 50 years to the new conditions, 
considering the time that has been 
spent on the old. 
The chief point to 
dwell upon is that a new agent of re­ 
search 
has been introduced into the 
scientific world ; a mightier instrument 
has been placed in our hands. 
Liquid 
air was hailed as a great discovery, but 
the difference between liquid hydrogen 
and liquid air is as great, if not greater, 
than the difference between the ordi­ 
nary temperat tire and that of liquidair 
My discovery must affect every problem 
of physics and chemistry 
“ Hydrogen from time immemorial 
has been looked upon as a gas. 
It has 
now been proved to be a liquid. 
Elec­ 
trical conductivity, 
photographic ac­ 
tion and almost every chemical question 
will now have to be reconsidered in the 
light of new conditions from the science 
of hundreds of years ago in order to see 
the effect. 
Coronium, we believe, is a 
more volatile boily 
Whether we can 
ever get that matter in sufficient quan­ 
tity to liquefy is another question, but 
if we can I am hopeful that we will get 
from it even a lower temperature than 
liquefied hydrogen provides.”

Perhaps, if they felt 
that they had been properly treated 
and their fighting m ade effective, they 
might lie w illing to rem ain and finish 
the work, but feeling as they do—that 
they have been given the hard cam 
p a in in g to do, w hile the regulars have 
been held in reserve; that they have 
been sent to the front w ith Springfield?
